Quelt, 2. Whence are the ftrange Antipathies in Nature, 
as to (wound at the fight of a Cat, an Egg, Cheeje ; jweating 
at the Cuttine of a Lemmon, &c? 

Anfw. We have already {aid fomething upon this Que- 
ftion, in Vol. 1. N. 1s. 2.2. which sai k what we thal] 
here add we hope may give a fatisfa¢étory Aniwer to the 
Ingenious Querift. But firft amongft the mwnerabl. In- 
ftances we tind of this Nature, we fhall relate one or 
two perhaps very uncommon: One we read of, that if 
Pork, or any thing made of Swines Fiefh were biought 
into the Room, he would tall into a Convulfive Sardoni- 
an Lauzhter, nor cou’d he for his Heart leave, as long 
as fuch am Object was before him. Libavius reports 
that a certain Man wou’d be furprized with a Lipothy- 
my at the fight of his own Son ; nay, upon his approach- 
ing near unto-him, tho’ he faw him not; for which 
fome aflign'd this Reafon, that the Aforher when fhe was 
with Child ufed vo feed upon fuch Meats as were abomi- 
nable ro the Father ; ( concerning the rationality of this 
Conjefture, fee Sir K. Digby's Difcourle of Bodies, p. 409, 
410.) Another wou'd fall into a Syncope, if either a Calves 
Head or a Cabbage were brought -near unto him, 
We have already fhown the Power of Imagination as to 
Longing, Marking, 8c. as above, which we nvuft again 
make ufe of in the refolving of this Queftion, thus: ‘Tis 
Obfery'd, that thofe Meats which the Méother long‘d for, 
the Child when born is very greedy of the fame, fo on 


the contrary, when Mothers take an Averfion to any fort 
of Meat or Creatures, ( Occafion’d by Fancy and Indi{po- 
fition of Body when Breeding ) the fame is by the Imagi- 
nation of the Mother ( as above ) imprefs'd and fixt into 
the very Nature of the Child the goes with, as in the laft 
mention'd Example of the Ca!ves-head and Cabbaze ; the 
Mother had a ftrange Averfion to that Meat in breed- 
Ing. and the Fancy had the fame Effet as Longing in 
other Women, tor the Child was Mark'’d on the right 
fide in the Form of a Calves-Head, and on the Jeft with 
the likenefs of a Cabbage. 

Queft. 3. Whether every Angel makes 4 Species ? 

Anjw. The Querift fhou’d be a Philofopher by this 
Quieftion, and we are very willing to comply with 
juch, only "tis a fort of unhappinefs to fpeak unintelli- 
gibly to fome part of the World, and we have no other 
piea for fuch a rudenefs but this, That a Subjedts muff 
be treated on avcordine to their own Nature, or elle we muff 
let ‘em alone: We affert, that Angels are not of one and 
the fame syecies,and we doubt not but it may feem abfurd, 
all tor proot ot it weadd, That in things which are of the 
fame Spectres rbere cannot be thing firft and fomething lajt, 
( lib. 3. Metaph. rex. 11. Tom. 3.) bute in Angels of one 
order, there are tirft, middle and laft. Therefore, ¢*c. 

indeed we own that fome Philotophers have 
aflerted, that all Spiritual Subjtances are of the fame 
Species ; trom which fome wou'd alfo inferr an equality 
of Souls, but upon weak grounds as perhaps may be de- 
monf{trated by and by. Others, that all Angels are of 
the fame fpecies, but not of the fame principles of 
thought and ation. Others, that all Angels are only of 
one Hierarchy, and of one Order : But thole things which 
agree to confticutea fpecies, aad only differ in Number, 
yet agree in form, are diftinguift’d materially ; but An- 
gels are not compounded of Matter, (as may be eafily 
prov'd) and therefore it follows that ‘tis impofiible 
that two Angels fhou’d be of one and the fame /prcies. 
But if we fhou‘d grant that Angels are compounded of 
Matter, it won't follow, that there fhou‘d be more An- 
gels of one Species, tor then the beginning of the diftin- 
ction of one thing from another fhou‘d be Matter ; not 
indeed according to the divifion of Quantity, when An- 
gels are incorporate, but according to the diverfity of 
powers, by which aétion is performed, and diverfity of 
matter causes noc only a difference of the Species, but alfo 
ot the Genus. 

Queft. 4. What's the Reafon of the Polarity of the Load- 
fione, and thas a Needle touch'd with it turns towards the 
North ; and what is the Reafon of the Variation of the Com- 
pals in fome places ? 

Anfw. We have according to our Promife confulted 
all the learned Pens that have treated on this Subjeét, 
both in Theorick and Experimental Philofophy, as the French 
Virtuofi and our own, Gilbert, Ward, Cabeas, Kepler, 
Kercherus, Fobmfton, Brown, Mr. Boyl, &c. and from alt 
together we fee reaion to believe this, That the Earth ic 
felf is the great Magnet. Mr. Sellers’s Obfervation bids 
fair for this Opinion, When a Bar of Iron has ftood lon 
in the Window, that end of it which is next the Eart 
will have the fame Virtue which the Loadftone it felf has. 
Mr. Boyl in his Book of the Ufefufinefs of Experimentat 
Natural Philofopby, obferv’d that an Oblong Loadjtone heat- 
ed red hot, loft its attrafive Virtue, and by cooling it 
again he gave its extreams 4 Polarity, and by refrigera- 
ting the fame end fometimes North and fometimes South, 
changed the Poles at pleafure, and this Change was wrought 
not only by cooling it directly North or South, but per- 
pendicularly, chat end of it which was towards the 
ground turning towards the North, which fhows the 
Magnetick Nature of the Earth, its Effluviumas being able ta 
impart a Magnetick Faculty to the Load-ftone it felf ; 
Now if this Terraqueous Globe be moftly Earth under the 
North Pole, the Myflery is plainjy refolv'd; or if ic es 


the moft perfect Earth there, as not Daft or Sand by 
the burging of the Sun, or be not orecome with re- 
firingent of Ice and Cold, the Cafe is yet the fame. Hence 
the Solution of the Variation of the Needle alfo is plain: 
We are aflur’d that between the Shore of Ireland, France, 
Spain, Guinejy, and the Azores, the North Point vari 
towards the Eaft ; at fome part of the Azores it defleét- 
ehnor, on the other fide of the Azores, and this 
the “Aouator, the North Point of the Needle wheeleth to 
she Welty tothat in the Latitude 36. near the Shore, the 
variation is about 1r Gr. but on the other fide of the 
/Fquator it is quite otherwile ; tor in Brafilia the South 
Point varies 12 Gr. unto the Weft, but Edongating trom 
rhe Coaft of Brafilia toward the Shore of Aprica, it Va- 
ries Faftward, and arriving at the Cape de las Aquilas, 
Me; ‘ “J 
f which Variations is the inequality Of tbe Earip 
rioully dilpos’d, and indifferently mixed with the Sea, the 
Necdie driveth that way where the greater and moti power- 
ful part of the Earch is placed; for whereas on this fide 
the Azores the Needle varies Eaftward, it 1s occafion d 
by that vaft Tract of part ot Europe and Afia feated Falt- 
ward. At Rome there's a lefs Variation ( wz.5. Degrees ) 
than at London, for on the Welt-fide of Kome are teated 
the great Continents Of Fran Spain and Germany, but 
unto England there is almoft no Earth Weftward.

An(w. The Intelligence that the biack Frateraity of De- 
vils keep for the Intereft of Hell, and the quick difpatch- 
es of Spirits who are not clogg'd with Flefh and Blood, 
nor need refrefhments or reft, does eafily tolve the firft 
part of the Queftion. It was the Devils Intereft then 
to tell truth, that he might be the better believ'd, and 
have more Followers, thé had his Intereft lain other- 
wife, no doubt but he had treated the Ambaffadors with 
as unhappy a Lye as he once did before to Alexander ; 
for *cwas this Oracle that faluted him by the Name of 
Son, and debauch’d that Generous Prince into a per/wafion 
that Fupiter was bis Father, As to the words » 1th me the 
Oracle meant no more by it than death, as is apparent 
from the very fame words ufed by that Devil, which 
the Witch of Endor rais'd, vit.
